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PREFACE. 


1 following CUSTOMARY is copied verbatim from 
a Manuſcript on two ſheets of Parchment, the property 
of Jonx Bennet Eſq. of Pyt Houſe, and which is a tranſ- 
lation from the antient Bailiffs Roll now remaining (1798) 
in the Pariſh Cheſt of Gillingham. There is alſo in the 
ſaid Cheſt, an Exemplification under the Great Seal the 8th. 
James 1ſt. of a decree of the Court of Chancery, a copy 
whereof is mentioned to be on the Remembranters fide of the 
Treaſury, by which it appears the ſum of £500 had been 
paid into the Exchequer by the Tenants of the Manor of 
Gillingham, and this decree made, that in future there 
ſhould be no advance of the antient Fines and Quit Rents, 


The CHARTER of Gillingham was taken out of the ſaid 
Cheſt A. D 1783 and is now remaining in poſſeſſion of 
the Regiſtrar of the peculiar Juriſdiction of Gillingham. 


It may be obſerved, the diſafforeſtation of the Foreſt 
took place in the Reign of Charles the 1ſt. about 1627; 
and that the Manor be longed to the Crown until 1631.

VERS Calſtles, Lordſhips, Manors, Towns, 
Townthips, Lands, Tenements, Hundreds 


and other Poſſeſſions in the ſame Charter ſpe-

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cified, So that as well his ſaid Conſort as all 
and every her Tenants of the ſame Lordſhips 
&c. ſhould have and enjoy the Priveledges 


under written viz. 


©T HAT no Juſtice, Sheriff, Eſcheator, Bai- 
liff, Warden or Juſtice of the Peace, Stew- 
ard, Marſhall, Coroner, or any other Bailiff 
of the ſaid late King his Heirs or Succeſſors 
or of any other Perſon into or upon the ſaid 
Caſtles, Lordſhips, Towns, Townſhips, 
Lands, IT enements, Hundreds and Poſſeſſi— 
ons or the Precincts thereof by colour of their 
Othce ſhould enter, to do or execute any 
thing relating to ſuch ofhce, neither ſhould 
they attach, diſtrain, take, or arreſt any of 
her Tenants there, whether wholly a Te- 
nant or part ſo, Reſident or non Reſident or 
any other Reſidents there, by Writ, Precept, 
Mandate, Summons, Eſtreat, Warrant or 
other proceſs, within the County where they 
might be dwelling, So LoXG as the Execu- 
tion of theſe forts of Writs, Precepts, Man- 
dates, Summons, Eſtreats or other Warrants 
aforelaid within the Caſtles, Lordſhips, Ma-

AND that no Buyer or Pur- 
veyor or Steward of the Houſehold of him his 
Heirs or Succeſſors, or of any other Perſon 
whomſoever into the {aid Caſtles, Lordſhips, 
Manors, Towns, Townſhips, Lands, Tene- 
ments, Hundreds, Poſſeſſions and Places a- 
foreſaid or any part thereof for the taking of 
theſe ſhould enter without the ſpecial 
Licence and Conſent of his ſaid Conlert or 
her Miniſters. AND THAT his ſame Conſort 
by the hands of her Bailiffs and Miniſters b 

the Writ of Eſtreat to be delivered by the Juſ- 
tices in Eyre to the ſame Bailiffs and Miniſ- 
ters, ſhould have and receive of all the Men, 
Tenants and Reſidents aforeſaid, all Fines, 
Redemptions, Amerciaments, Eſtreats, For- 
feitures and other Iſſues altho the ſame Men, 
Tenants or Reſidents, Sheriffs, Eſcheators,

liffs or Miniſters of him his Heirs or Succel- 
ſors, or any of ſuch Sheriff, Eſcheator &c 
might have held the ſame in any manner ei— 
ther from the faid late King or from his ſaid 
Conſort or of any other Perſon.

AND THAT neither 
the ſaid Men, Tenants nor any other Perſon 
reſiding for the time being within the ſame 
Caſtles, Lordſhips &c. ſhould permit the ſaid 
Admiral or Admirals, nor his or their Lieu- 
tenants, Deputies, Commiſſaries or Miniſ- 
ters or any of them any Juriſdiction or any

AND BECAUSE all the ſaid Caſtles, Lord- 
ſhips &c. and all and ſingular the Premiſes in 
the ſame Charter ſpecified, of which our Ma- 
nor of GYLLYNGHAM in our ſaid County of 
Dorſet is Parcel have come and now remain 
to our hands in right of our Crown of Eng- 
land, WE CO AND that our Tenants 
of our ſaid Manor of GYLLYNGHAM in the 
ſaid County of Dorſet all and ſingular the 
Liberties, Franchiſes, Privileges and Quit- 
tances aforeſaid be permitted to have and en- 
Joy according to the Tenor of the Charter 
above written, nor ſhall any of them contra- 
ry to the Tenor of the ſame be in any wiſe 
moleſted.

MARAGES. or Murage, Money paid for erecting Walls of 
Caſtles, Cities &c. 


MAST. The acorns and nuts of Oaks and other large Trees. 
PACCAGE. A payment of Toll. 
PANNAGE. The food which Swine feed on in the woods. 


PICAGE. Money paid at Fairs for breaking ground to erect 
booths or ſtalls. 


PRISES. Things taken from the Kings ſubjects by purveyors. 
STALLAGE. The liberty of erecting {talls in Fairs or Mar- 


keis, or the money paid for the ſame. 


THELONIUM. or Preve eſſendi quiet! de Tlielonia, Is a 
writ tor thoſe who have a Charter to free them from Toll, 
againit they who would compel them to pay Toll contrary 


to their grant or pre.cr:plion.
